For the purpose, however, of 
developing what they thought 
would be advantage for the Swing- 
Johnson bill, the political coterie 
dominated by Senator Johnson in- 
sisted upon conditional ratification.

shortage of fiying pefseonnel and 
equipments.”” It also asserted that 
this situation was “due further to 
a failure on the part of these serv- 


duly to appreciate’ the im- 
portance of air power.

Emphasizing the “Independence 
of aircraft” the cemmittee said it 
would be “the firgt resort of our 
country in case of a war emer- 
gency,” and that “it is one of the 
most essential arms of our mili- 
defense.”’ 

“Aircraft has introduced an ele- 
ment of mobility in military op- 
erations that compels a revision 
of all military plans of preaircraft 
days.” the report continued. “It 
has lessened the relative impor- 
tance of the battleship but has 
rot eliminated the necessity of it. 
The airplane becomes the necessary 
auxiliary.and defender of the bat- 
tle ship. 

“The question of the relative

‘TIGER’ PENS DIRE WARNING 


Clemenceau Breaks Silence in Book Declaring T hat 
World Folly Turning Victory into Defeat 


[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—After a silence of several years, former Premier 

Clemenceau has lifted his voice in lightly disguised criticism of the 

follies of a world which, in a moment of victory, allows itself to be 
wooed into thé# line of less resistance and eventual defeat. 


This is his message read into 


“Demosthenes,” a volume just 
appearing from the pen of “The 
Tiger,” the initial portions of which 
appear today in a French weekly. 
it reveals that despite his eighty- 
five years Clemenceau'’s mind is 
as alert and fertile as ever, while 
hist per’ carries the facility of 
contrast to be envied by many 
younger writers among the French 
modernists. 

Demosthenes, who knew glory, 
ingratitude and finally exile, pro- 
vides a peculiar study for “The 
Tiger,” whose career in some as- 
pects has paralleled that of the 
Gré®k orator and politician, while 
his description of Athens might be 
likened to the France of after- 
war days. 


“The Tiger” significantly com- 


ments on the fate of Athens: 

“Demosthenes would have saved 
his country if it had consented to 
be saved. One does not submit to 
saivation. One must create it. It 
must be forged by one’s efforts. 
After the clan of an hour it is the 
continuation of virtues of endur- 
ance which completes the successes 
of one day by tHe confirmation 
of its tomorrow.” : 

In this style his book, “Demos- 
thenes” continues to treat the 
problems of today while apparent- 
ly reciting his story of the past. 

Clemenceau is recovering satis- 
factorily from a recent attack of 
the grippe but doctors still forbid 


his returning to his seaside home 
before April.

ruvian boundary if Chile wins the 
plebiscite. 

At this week's diplomatic recep- 
tion at Santiago, Foreign Minister 
Larros Borgono held a prolonged 
¢onference with the Bolivian Min- 
ister, Senor Lozada, in a private 
room. 
Comment is made that former 
President Alessandri of Chile is 
returning to Tacna-Arica following 
the recent happenings here. It was 
rot believed that he would return 
before February. A Chilean offi- 
clal states this evening that Senors 
Lidwards and Claro will probably 
go to Washington after Christmas 
to present personally documents 
and exhibits regarding the Chilean 
appeal. It is known that they have 
been collecting evidence in the 
last few weeks, including photo- 
graphs and communications to the 
Peruvian cruiser Ucayali from the 
commission's office which Chile 
claims incriminate Gen. ‘Per- 
shing’s legal advisers. 

Rolivian officials here are si- 
lent regarding any overtures from 
Chile, but it long has been gen- 
erally admitted that Bolivia has 
been playing a policy of watch- 
ful waiting. It is believed that 
Bolivia has asked Santiago fors 
Arica, which Chile refused, offer- 
ing a strip of land on the present 
Peruvian frontier with port facili-

In 1851 his 
travels took him up to Minnesota. 
where he saw the falls and was 
impressed with their matchless 
beauty. In the following year— 
during the summer—he returned 
with a companion and spent some 


time at the site, where they took 
several views of the falls and the 
surrounding scenes. These they 


took back with them to’ Galena, 
which was the [llinolig town in 


which they headquartered, 


The photographer, Alex Hesler, 
develo hie pictures and gave 
several to a friend, George Sum- 
ner—brother of Charlies Sumner— 
among them the picture of the falls 


which Sumner greatly ac mired. 


In January, 1856, Hesler received 
ea copy of “Hiawatha,” with his 
name and the compliments of the 
author written on the fly leaf. He’ 
was puzzled, as he had never met 
Longfellow, and when Sumner, 


shortly afterward called at his 
studio, he brought up the subject. 


The solution of the myste was 
that Sumner, a neighbor of ng- 
fellow’s, had returned to his home 
and showed him the view of the 
falle and the other pictures. Struck 
with the beauty of Minnehaha, the 
poet selected it and retired to the 
woods, where he thought and 
poem of “Hiawatha” were con- 
ceived. Upon the completion of 
his work, he sent the autographed 
copy to Hesler, without explaining

They contin- 
ually strain their arms and as & 
result they wear them out quick- 


ote will say that Walter John- 
son was a great strikeout pitcher 
and lasted a long time. That is 
true, but Johnson was an excep- 
tion. You must. remember that 
Johnson had an idea! pitching mo- 
tion. The way he pitched meant 
little strain on his arm. He had 
the est motion imaginable, the 
most natural. His side-arm deliv- 
ery meant comparatively little ex- 

nditure of energy. e used very 
ittle effort. But ow many 
pitchers are there of the Johnson 
type? I do not remember another 
man in my thirty-five years In base- 
ball that had the same ease and 
grace and lack of effort. In John-. 
son one finds the ideal combination 
just as one discovers the perfect 
blending of talents in Cobb, but 


‘the Johnsons come less frequently 
‘than once in a generation, and so 


do the Cobbs. 

One thing that often disgusts 
foilowers of baseball in these days 
is the frequent changing of pitch- 
ers. In my opinion the fellow that 
invented the bull pen did not do 
the game any good. He started 
something. The manager who first 
thought of wsing relief pitchers 
contributed nothing to the ad- 
vancement of baseball. As a mat- 
ter of fact he introduced an idea 
that has become a distinct nuis- 


Not since the days of Walsh and 
Chesbro, fifteen and twenty years 
ago, have pitchers thought they 
could do much work. When two 
or three hits are made off them, 
they immediately look to the bench 
in an appeal for help.

PRICE OF ISOLATION 

Foreign exchanges arriving from Lon- 
don, Paris and Berlin contain observations 
on the Tacna-Arica controversy between 
Chile and Peru which disclose the keen 
interest that Europe is taking in that dis 
pute. The consensus seems to be that the 
Coolidge administration finds itself in an 
embarrassing position and one that may 
prove untenable. 

Some observers regard this dispute, to 
gether with the part our government is 
playing in it, as an epocha) event, as they 
see in it the frst clash between the United 
States government and the League of Na- 
tions. Representatives of the Chilean gov- 
ernment have been making quiet inquiries 
as to how the European members of the‘ 
League would regard an appea) from the 
Pershing commission rulings to that body, 
whether the League would be likely to sup— 
port Chile against the United States. 

_ Some of the commentators evince a ma 
licious gratification that the dispute has 
arisen; for they see in {it an opportunity 
for the League to discipline this country 
for refusing to accept membership. Amer 


| 1ca"s prospérity while Europe has been in 


distress has awakened a desire in some 
Quarters that we, too, should have a taste 
of humiliation and hardship. Our prosperi- 
ty is our greatest crime. Failure is tradi- 
tionally jealous of success. 

Expressing the English point of view. 
| Ernest Marshall wires to The Times from 
London: 


The diMficulty of the position in which 
the United States is placed by the con- 
troversy over the rulings of the Persh- 
ing commission in regard to the pleb- 
iscite in the two provinces in dispute 
between Chile and Peru is realized; 
} amd it is suggested in some quarters 
that the eventua] outcome will be the 
emergence of the question as to wheth- 
er the. Monroe Doctrine or the League 
of Nations will become the dominating 
factor in North and South America. 


Both Chile and Peru are members of the 
League; and Chile is wholly in its rights, 
from the League point of view, in referring 


the dispute to that body for final adjudica- 


tion. 


But who, or what, will be the final arbi- 
ter, if the United States government insists 
that this is a situation to which the Mon- 
roe trine alone applies, and the League 
Coun decides that it comes under the 
jurisdiction of the League? ‘ 


Hasty or unconsidered action on either 
side might lead to a clash of jurisdiction 
that could easily become serious. The 
American government undertook to act as 
arbiter only when appealed to by both the 
South American governments concerned. 
The position of umpire is always a thank- 
less one, for it is almost without precedent 
tor both parties to a dispute to be satisfied 
with the decision. But, having decided, it 
devolves on our government under the Mon- 
roe Doctrine to support its own award. 


Here is where the situation becomes 
awkward if the Counci] of the League of 
Nations concludes to step in. But the case 
is not wholly without precedent. The Mon- 
roe Doctrine was promulgated a little more 
than 100 years ago, when the Holy Alliance, 
in which all the great powers on the conti- 
nent of Europe held membership, consid- 
ered sending a fleet to help Spain retain 
dominion over the South American states 
that had thrown off the Spanish yoke and 
formed independent governments. England 
Was not a member of the alliance and Brit- 
ish diplomats gave assurance to the gov- 
ernment at Washington that England would 
support it in carrying the Monroe Doctrine 
into effect. 

The Holy Alliance did not relish a brush 
with the South American states, supported 
by both England and the United States, so 
the supporting fleet was never assembled. 
Internal dissensions growing out of the fail- 
ure of the alliance to support Spain led to 
its early dissolution. 


It is devoutly to be hoped that the ques- 
tion of official jurisdiction in the present dis- 
pute will not be raised by either side. It 
could only lead to ill feeling, wholly at vari- 
ance with the present peace spirit of the 
world at large. The American government 
and the American people are in accord with 
the spirit of the League, as far as it coun- 
cerns international arbitration. 

While there is not a probability that the 
League will’ interfere, there is always tha 
possibility. That possibility will exist so 
long as some of the governments in the two 
Americas that come under the benefactions 
of the Monroe Doctrine are members of the 
League and our own government is not. 
This possibility was present in the minds 
of those that, like The Times, favored Amer- 
lea’s accepting membership in the League 
They held that, since the League existed. 
the peace of the world could better be pre- 
served with America within the League 
than without. 


Chile’s appeal would place her in the po- 
sition of a member of the League appeal- 
ing for protection against a powerful] nation 
outside the League. We shall not attempt 
to discuss the manifest inadvisability of 
Chile’s abandoning the protection accorded 
her under the Monroe Doctrine and seek- 
ing the protection of a combination of En- 
ropean powers. The way these powers 
have managed their own affairs during the 
last quarter of a century is not one that 
gives much confidence in their ability to 
manage affairs of other peoples. 

We must recognize that the League 2f 
Nations exists, that the South American 
states are members and that some of them 
will be occasionally tempted to play the 
League against the Monroe Doctrine for 
their own selfish advantage. It is a condi- 
tion that must be faced because. under pres- 
ent conditions, it cannot be avoided. 


T THE CROSS ROADS 

The cross roads of America is now 
recognized as the junction of Washington 
and Meridian streets—two of the main thor- 
oughfares of Indianapolis. These are re 
spectively a part of the Old Trail, which 
extends from ocean to ocean, and the Dixie 
Highway, which stretches from Lake Supe 
rior to Florida.

Vandals who for quick profit are ready 
to haul the butchered remains of once live, 
luxuriant holly bushes to the public mart, 
finally to wither and perish on city dumps, 
are fittingly warned that there is an ordi- 
nance prohibiting such annihilation of one 
of our most beautiful native shrubs and 
that the County Forester’s office will prose | 
cute all offenders to the limit of the law. | 

The ordinance, it should be noted, is only 
directed against those who commercialize | 
the Christmas spirit at the expense of our) 
native woodlands and through the whole | 
sale slaughtering of the bushes threaten. 
soon to place wild California holly in the 
list of extinct natural products destroyed , 
by the greed of man. | 

Those who desire to secure holly for the 
market—for resale—have made it a prac- | 
tice to plunder the Federal reserve. They 
pay nothing for the privilege, and destroy. 
the bushes. The County Forester is right 
in protecting the Federal reserve. The 
dealers have the privilege of picking holly 
on private lands, with the consent of the | 
owner; but they are rightly barred from 
the public domain. 

Home decorators, lured by the charm of 
bill and stream ant mountain in these gold- | 
en December mornings to seek a few 
bunches of the scarlet berries to brighten | 
the family Yuletide, will meet no opposition | 
from foresters and rangers, because such, | 
animated by the Christmas spirit alone, will 
naturally do nothing to injure the generous 
woodland.
